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Bang! Bang! for ‘Denver

Favored with open weather, a large at- 
tendance, and choice exhibits the 1935 Na- 
tional Western Stock Show was one of the 
best ever staged in Denver. Of far more 
importance, however, was the prevalent 
opinion that better times are here. Denver 
newspapers reported that hotels. were filled 
to capacity and that the exhibitors and 
spectators spent an average of $100,000 per 
day. Even $1 tips were reported. 

The exhibits of live stock have been larg- 
er, and this was particularly true in the 
feeder classes, but the average of the qual- 
ity of the stock exhibited was very high in- 
deed. In all breeds the breeding classes 
were uniform with the Aberdeen-Angus pre- 
senting a representative exhibit although 
but two herds, Elliott Brown’s and Jas. B. 
Hollinger’s, were present. These two herds 
showed thirteen bulls and eleven females, 
all of which were of a high order, and 
furnished those in attendance with true ex- 
amples of Aberdeen-Angus type. 

Wayland A. Hopley, of Atlantic, Iowa, 
president of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, officiated as judge in 
all classes—Junior Feeding Contest, Aber- 
deen-Angus steers, and breeding classes— 
and his work was well received and highly

satisfactory. Mr. Hopley knew the type of 
cattle he wanted and he never deviated 
from that type in his placings. 

The Steer Show. 

This year’s steer show was one of the 
best, if not actually the best, ever held in 
Denver, and the Bonnie Blacks accounted 
for both grand championships. Mr. A. H. 
Schmidt of Tarkio fame accounted for the 
grand champion carlot of fat cattle with 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings of his own breed- 
ing. They were generally conceded to be 
the best ever shown at the National West- 
ern. The reserve champion load were Here- 
ford yearlings shown by the Hevner Serum 
Co., and Dan D. Casement of “Beat Those 
Blacks” fame had to be content with a third 
instead of runnerup. The grand champions 
were a typical Aberdeen-Angus load— 
smooth, lowset, and carrying lots of meat 
where the meat is most valuable. They 
scored their victory easily. They were 
bought on order for 16 cents a pound, the 
highest price since 1931. The reserve cham- 
pions brought $12.25 per hundred-weight. 

The other principal championship, grand 
champion steer of the show, was also an- 
nexed by an Aberdeen-Angus by the name 
of Black Diamond, a stylish steer, wonder- 


fully good over the loin and rump, and 
shown by the Colorado Agricultural Col- 
lege. His competition came from the Here- 
ford champion exhibited by the Wyoming 
Hereford Ranch and fitted and shown by 
Jack Lawrence, while Black Diamond was 
fitted and shown by Jack’s brother George. 
This is the third grand champion steer 
which George Lawrence has fed in his eight 
years at Colorado Aggies. Another inter- 
esting sidelight on this steer is the manner 
in which he was acquired by the college. 
Professor Fred S. Leinbach was in need of 
a junior yearling for this year’s show so he 
approached -Harry C. Barr, well known Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeder of La Jara, Colorado, 
and told him his needs and for Mr. Barr to 
pick out a darned good calf and send him 
along. The rest of the story is now history, 
but it illustrates how well thought of are 
Mr. Barr and his cattle. Black Diamond 
was sired by Escort Marshall 3d and his 
dam was a McHenry Blackcap. He thus 
carried a concentration of the blood which 
produced Blackcap Revolution. 

The Aberdeen-Angus steers had an entry 
of twenty-four head, six in each class, with 
the top three calves in the corresponding 
junior feeding classes [Continued on page 7

; asts? Perhaps it has, and, 
ee oc Be an as it may, the 
ei et to be unravelled here has to do 
ith a couple of gentlemen who have for 
many years been carefully laying the foun- 
dation for one of the great breeding herds 
of America—namely, Dyson & Rodewald, of 
Rushville, Illinois. For many years we have 
made it a practice to drop off from the 
main road when on our way to Springfield 
to say a word to these genial lovers of the 
Bonnie Blacks. On occasion when time 
would permit, no greater pleasure could be 
anticipated than a brief visit at the farm 
or farms where these good cattle were at 
otore are two fundamentals in the estab- 
lishing and creation of a pure bred breeding 
herd of cattle of any breed. First is the 
selection of a few of the best cows obtain- 
able, and next the selection of a breeding 
bull that would improve the offspring one 
way or another. This these gentlemen did, 
and they have remained true to their first 
incentive to own only the best breeding 
bulls obtainable. As a result they have one 
of the very choice breeding herds of Illinois 
and of the nation for that matter. It may 
be interesting to drop back a brief decade 
to take a peep at what these gentlemen 
have been doing in the way of improve- 
ment. At that time there was in service 
the strictly McHenry bred bull The Mar- 
shall 4th, a son of The Marshall whose par- 
entage consisted of the International grand 
champion bull Bar Marshall, the second son 
of Earl Marshall to win that honor, and the 
splendid cow Blackcap McHenry 151st. The 
grandam being Erica McHenry 59th. 

In the succession of bulls that followed 
we find Enchantress Elluna’s Earl, a double 
grandson of Blackcap Poe, the $9,100 bull 
that went to Kansas, and coming from the 
famous Elluna branch of the Enchantress 
family that has made no small amount of 
history. Another bull used heavily in the 
herd was Blackecap Lad T. 3d, a_ son of 
Blackcap Tolan 12th who was a half sister 
to the International grand champion Fileen- 
mere 15th. His sire was an outstanding 
Elba bred son of the International grand 
champion Blackecap Revolution, the third 
son of Earl Marshall to capture that covet- 
ed prize. Still another bull whose name ap- 
pears often as the sire of cows in this herd 
is Blackcap Lad S., an intensely Blackcap 
bred bull by Blackeap Prince Lad by Black- 
cap Elmore Lad and out of Blackcap Effie 
2d whose sire was Brooklyn and whose dam 
was Blackeap Effie. 

Is it any wonder then that Dyson & Rode: 
wald have been able to supply 4-H Club 
calves that have been making history for 
the breed and friends amongst the boys and 
girls? In a recent letter Mr. George Dyson 
said among other things: “Yesterday we 
delivered to Padgett three calves averaging 
500 pounds that will be hard enough for 
any one to beat next year as a steer herd.” 
It is learned too that one of these steers is 
a full brother to the splendid little heifer 
that Hugh McWhorter sold last spring in 


the Aledo sale at ten months of age at 
$175.00. 

In another letter arriving later we find 
this statement: “During the show season of 
19533 we bred and furnished winning steers 
for the following shows—Chicago Interna- 
tional grand champion 4-H Club steer, 
young Padgett of Adams county showing 
in a group of more than four hundred en- 
tries. Brown of Aledo was second in the 
Aberdeen-Angus section with a steer of our 
breeding. At the Illinois state fair Colclas- 
ure and Brown of Aledo were first and sec- 
ond in Aberdeen-Angus 4-H and open class 
and Colclasure was grand champion over all 
breeds? Both caives being our breeding. 
The grand champion steers at Davenport, 
Aledo and Quincy were also of our breed- 
ing. In 1934 at the Illinois state fair with 
twenty-seven entries in the senior club calf 
section calves we bred stood first, second, 
fifth and ninth. In the open class calved 
after September 1st calves we bred stood 
first, second, and third. Colclasure, Brown 
and McWhorter of Aledo and Padgett of 
Adams county showing them.” 

Since the International Messrs. Dyson & 
Rodewald have been able to make the fur- 
ther statement: “At the 1934 International 
we furnished the steer on which Shirley 
Colclasure won or participated in winning 
five ribbons, three purples. First in the 850 
pound class of Aberdeen-Angus. Second in 
open class same weight. Reserve grand 
champion same weight all breeds compet- 
ing. Also in county group of three and 
state group of ten. We furnished the steer 
on which her brother won first on foot in 
the carcass class and second in the Aber- 
deen-Angus class dressed and reserve grand 
champion over all breeds. At East St. Louis 
last week in an Aberdeen-Angus class of 
110 head one of our steers showed by 
3rown of Aledo stood second.” 

Referring again to the steers that had 
come from their herd Mr. Dyson said: “We 
have sacrificed some mighty good bull pros- 
pects to make those showings.” Is it any 
wonder then that we should find this state- 
ment: “We have just finished placing fif- 
teen outstanding prospects for this coming 
year’s shows, calves from two to six months 
old and think we have covered all classes 
better than ever before.” 

How many breeders are there who can 
boast a stronger showing? The Journal be- 
lieves much credit is due these gentlemen 
for the part they have taken in preserving 
the Doddie record and in helping to make 
the breed’s greatest showing for the Golden 
Jubilee year.

Furnishes the 1934 International Grand Champion Caras 


Mr. W. Dean Mobley of Sterling, Illinois, 
has consented to give Journal readers a bit 
of the history back of the grand champion 
carcass at the 1934 International show at 
Chicago. In the story is revealed the fer- 
vor and the determination with which Mr. 
Mobley and his sons labor in their steady 
march forward in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding business. Here is the story: 

“Meadow View Pride descends from 
Blackbird Clover Lady, a cow bred by Ray 
Cline, of Iowa, that we retained from our 
near dispersion sale of 1920 and used as a 
foundation cow to our present herd. We 
have been mighty well pleased with her 
progeny. Many of our females now in pro- 
duction run back to Blackbird Clover Lady. 

“The dam of this steer, Blackbird 52d of 
Meadow View, is sired by one of our pres- 
ent herd bulls—Briarcliff Perpetual—who 
has sired some of the finest females in our 
present breeding herd. The sire of this 
steer, Revolution of Page 22d, we are using 
on the heifers sired by Briarcliff Perpetual 
with wonderful results. The grand cham- 
pion carcass steer of the 1934 International 
certainly illustrates what kind of results 
the cross is producing. This combines the 
cross of two grandsons of the International 
grand champion Blackcap Revolution with 
that of our own breeding that has been top- 
ped by sons of Eliglow and Enlate. 

“We fed and exhibited five steers in the 
carcass contest; two in the light weight 
class and three in the heavy weight class. 
On foot they won eight and ninth in the 
light weight class and first and ninth in 
the heavy weight class as well as the grand 
championship. In the carcass class our 
steers won first, second and seventh places 
in the heavy weight class and grand cham- 
pionship. Our second prize steer was con- 
sidered by Armours packers as a better car- 
cass than the grand champion. A singular 
thing happened, our second prize steer was 


given the gate when judged on foot. Our 
grand champion carcass steer was grand 
champion on foot also. 

“The success of the steers that made such 
a good record in the carcass contest can be 
attributed to the ability of our son Ray- 
mond as a feeder, as well as to the breed- 
ing. Here is the story as to how they were 
handled. Five summer bull calves were se- 
lected from the average of our cow herd, 
steered and put on feed in November 1933. 
When these calves were eating good they 
were weaned from their mothers, a few 
were allowed one nurse cow for some 
months following. The others had to do 
without. 

“Our second prize and seventh prize car- 
cass steers were sired by Briarcliff Per- 
petual. The two light weight steers were 
sired by Revolution of Page 22d as was 
also the steer that was champion on foot 
and on the hooks. This was our first at-

permitted to show. It was by far the best 
open steer show which the breed has ever 
staged in Denver. Not only were the tops 
of very high quality and well finished, but 
the same quality and finish were in evi- 
dence from one end of the line to the other. 
It was a show of which the supporters of 
the breed can well be proud, and, while 
there were not as many Aberdeen-Angus 
steers exhibited as with other breeds, the 
interest of the ringside centered on the 
Blacks and supporters of other breeds came 
over to see the Aberdeen-Angus steers plac- 
ed. This also held true in the junior feed- 
ing contest with an entry of forty-nine 
calves, the most even lot in this division of 
the show ever seen in Denver. It may be 
added, in passing, that a considerable num- 
ber of these calves were fed by boys and 
girls on farms where other breeds of cattle 
are kept. It would appear that this is a 
fertile field for the breed and that the good 
account which an Aberdeen-Angus gives of 
himself in the feedlot may materially 
change the cattle complexion of this coun- 
try in a few years. The seed is being 
sown. 

A dinner was tendered the exhibitors and 
other supporters of the show by Lord Og- 
ilvy in celebration of the double victory in 
the steer show. All present enjoyed both a 
for the Red & White stores.
